TROTTING. 


THE “INTERNATIONAL” MATCHES BETWEEN FRANCE 
AND ENGLAND, FOR £600. 


Dergat OF SuepHERD F, Knapp.—The great “sensation” hag passed tho 
second phase; and our old school day saying of ** turn about’s fair” is as true 
asever. The lovers of the fast goer, the ‘‘one, two, three, four’ admirers of 
the noble horse were agog when it was first announced that three matches had 
been entered into, which were assumed to be a trial of speed between France 
and England, ‘‘Knapp”.the representative of John Bull, and “ Abdallah” the 
champion of La Belie France, and so, asin duty bound, we follow up our own, 
and as we believe true version of the affair. The articles stipulated that threo 
matches should take place between Mr. Edwards's Shepherd F, Knapp and M. 
Berheim’s Abdallah King, to trot one mile, two miles, and three miles. On each 
event £200 wag depending. The first was decided'on Monday week, when ‘‘Knapp” 
was the winner. We were the first to state that we believed both had once 
belonged to one owner, and that as far as an international affair was concerned 
between France and Englandit was a farce, inasmuch as both animals are 
American bred. The contests, hawever, have been a great cause of excitement 
not only in England but also among our lively neighbours, so if for ncthing else 
we give the result arrived at. 

The second match of two miles\took place on Monday last, over the same 
course, the central avenue of the Bois de Boulogne, down a level road fora mile, 
then a moderate ascent, the finish being on astraight rua iu, The betting war 
6 to4 onShepherd F, Kuapp, who was driven by his owner, Mr. J. Redpath 
again steering Abdallah, the presumed French representative. The early hour of 
eleven o’clock was fixed for the start, the crowd at the time being immense, and 
most of the sporting men of Paris present, including sightseers, aud a great 
number of ladies, More than a quarter of an hour was wasted in endeavouring 
to get the start, when at last they went away on even terms. Abdallah, who 
appeared in best condition, this time went in excellent style, and was leading 
at a quarter of a mile by three leugths. He maintained his advantage to the end, 
and won very easily;by eight lengths, Abdallah at the finish had scarcely turned 
a hair, while Kuapp, who was evidently out of condition from having done too 
much work, appeared much distressed. Tue layers of the odds were taken aback, 
and as both have now won’ a match each, the next spin of three miles, for 
another £200, making the £600, to come offon Monday next, causes increased 
interest, for which event the odds have veered round in favour of Abdallab, 
who is freely backed at 5 to 4. 

The weather was delightfully fine, the sun shining brightly, andthe shrubs 
aud trees on both sides of the road locking as fresh and as green as if they had 
just received a coat of paint for the occasion, The course was well kept by the 
guard of the Bois de Boulogne. 


In connection with the first match our correspondent observes, that on 
Monday, January 22, as the Marquis Filiasi was proceeding to witness the milg 
trotting match between Shepherd F. Kv app and Abdallah King, he met with 
an accident that cost bim his life. Toe ceceased was but twenty-five years 
of age, and was oue of the highest members of Neapolitan society in Paris. 
The marquis was a good horseman, bat the animal he rode on this oceasion, 
and for the first time, was very bad tempered and unmanageable, and when 
among the crowd of horses and traps proceeding to the match, it got very res- 
tive, shied at a mounted soldier, and threw the marquis, whose head came in 
contact with a kerb-stone. The horse bolted, but the marquis was picked up 
insensible and bleeding from a wound on the temple. He was carried to the 
hospital Beaujon, where he expired one hour afterwards of concussion of the 
brain, never having spoken a word after being thrown. Whilst lying at the 
hospital, the first thoughts of the doctors were to fiud out who the gentleman 
was, no person present knowing the stranger. After his death, a strict 
search was mide in all the pockets of the deceased's cl thes, but no clue was 
obtained. At last one of the sergents de ville, looking at tie name of the 
maker of the marquis’s hat, suggested he should apply to him, and having 
received orders from his superior so to do, called on the hatter, who knew 
the shape, and said thatthe hat belonged to the marqus. The deceased 
nobleman was the only son. ofa widowed mother who lives in Paris. The 
marquis was. well known inthe Parisian ring, and was universally admired 
for his gentlemanly bearing. On'y thres days previous to his death he was 
made a member cf one of the best clubs in Paris, being presented to such 
society by his friend, the Duke de San Cesario.

SUMMARY OF THE WEEK. 

The holiday season of 18656 will be memorable, we fancy, in the 
annals of the West-end theatres. Rarely, if ever, have these theatres 
enjoyed greater prosperity than that which has attended them sinco 
Christmas, The RoyaAL Eneiish OPERA pantomime, in the sixth 
week of its performance, has drawn crowded audiences; and the same 
isto be reported of that of Drury Lane. At the latter theatre, the 
revived comedy of ‘The Jealous Wife” promises to be about as 
attractiveas “The School for Scandal” at the St. JAmes’s, which still 
continues to draw full houses. So remarkably attractive, iudeed, is 
the piece last named, in spite of its feeble.cast, that the production of 
“ She Stoops to Conquer ’—which comedy has been for some time past 
ready—has been deferred to an altogether uncertain date. During the 
present and past week the character of Joseph Surface has been per- 
formed by Mr. Walter Joyce, in place of Mr. F. Belton, who_has 
seceded fromthe St. James’s company. Mr. Sothern still continues todraw 
bumper houses at the HAYMARKaT by his fine acting in ‘‘ Sam.” So 
highly popularis this piece that—notwithstanding the reports which 
have recently attained currency—there is no likelihood of Mr. Sothern 
appearing in any new part for some time to come. The eagerness of 
the public to see Mr. Jefferson’s masterly performance in ‘Rip Van 
Winkle,” at the ADELPHI, seems to increase with the number of times 
it has been gratified. It is hardly to much too say that a, more leg'ti- 
mate success was never achieved by any actor. Mr. T.J. Williams's new 
farce of ‘Pipkin’s Rustic Retreat” has gained in liveliness since 
we noticed it last week, and Mr. J. L. Toole’s acting to 
it is more than’ ever admirable. ‘I'he Master of Ravens- 
wood,” at the Lyceum, appears likely to prove, a8 we have before 
remarked, one of the greatest successes achieved in management by 
Mr. Fechter. The acting is excellent, and the stage accessories nearly 
approach perfection; no wonder, therefore, that the theatre has been 
nightly crowded. On Monday evening ‘It is Never Too Late to 
Mond” was played for the hundredth time atthe Princess’s to a full 
house, We have no hesitation in saying that this great success has 
not been achieved by the author of the drama, but by his scene-painter, 
his actors, aud more especially by one of them—Mr. Calhaem, whose 
remarkable acting no lover of the theatre would willingly miss the 
opportunity of seeing. The notorious “prison scenes” are s0 many 
excrescences condemned by persons of cultivated tastes, and applauded 
only, we imagine, by persons to whom a double-headed baby, or a calf 
with seven legs would be adelighful object. The Prince or WALES's : 
This theatre is now practically recognised as a fashionable centre, and 
enjoys the benefit of its prestige in highly filled houses. ‘‘Society” 
enters on its thirteenth week on Monday next, and ‘Little Don 
Giovanni” grows night by night in popularity. Oo Monday evening 
a new and original comedy, by Mr. A.C. Troughton, is to be brought 
out atthe STRAND, under tho title of ‘‘The Fly aud the Web.” At 
the New Roya.ry, a new farce, entitled ‘‘ That Horrid Biggins,” has 
been produced, and receives due notice below.

NEW ROYALTY. 

One of the shortes' and—we are bound to add—one of the stupidest farces 
we havescen fora long time, was brought out at this theatre on Saturda 
eveniug last, onder the perfectly inappropriate title of ‘ That Horri 
Biggins.” The bill of the theatre informs us that this piece is “ original,” and 
‘he work of Mr. I. Allen. Wecan only say that the author has an odd 
notion of originality. His work is just such as a youth five-and-twenty 
yearsegu might bave been inspired to scribble, after having been ‘‘ taken to 
the theatre” during his school-holidays; that it should have been thought 
worthy of being eee to the public is a mystery of theatrical manage- 
ment which, perhaps, *‘ no fella can understand.” The production of such a 
piece appeurs to us significant. Tor several years we have noticed a growing 
disinclination on the part of managers to encourage the writing of one-act 
pieces, The admission of such pieces into the programme of the West End 
theatres ig apparently looked upon somewhat in the light of a necessary evil. 
Managers have already got to say that*‘one-act pieces don’t draw ;” but 
they omit to add that they themselves exhibit no inclination to make such 
yi ces features of attraction. A glance ata tile of playbills for the past 
twenty or thirty years will satisfy any unprejudiced observer that a change, 
not for the better, either.as regards public amusement or the art of acting, 
has taken place in the managemont of oar theatres in this respect. For 
example we will give tho Haymarket cast of Mr. Buckstoue’s still popular 
one-act farce of ‘Popping the Question,” a8 the piece was presented in

There are threo other pieces in the programme of the same ereuae enter- 
tainment, including another one-act piece, the ‘ Agreeable bate in 
which Harley played Lingo. Now what is obvious in this cast is, Hey: 
many excellent actors—artistes of established reputation—were pngeee a 
the performance of a farce fiveand thirty years ago as would now be t Bat od 
to make a strong cast for a three-act comedy. It will hardly be conten - 
that farees as good as the ono referred to connot be written by t . 
dramatists of the present day, managers do not suggest anything of the aA 4 
aa the cause of this neglect of farce-writing. Tney content themselves W! 
saying that farces ‘‘ don’t draw.” Acting upon this view, it aprears to us, 
they ure doing serious injury to the stage, not merely by excluding from 
pieces of the sort in question, but by limiting the practice of their principa 
actors. We know that it has become a custom for ‘‘leading” actors to 
stipulate that they shall not play in such pieces either at the beginning or 
end of evening, but itis a custom infinitely “more honoured iu the breach than 
the observance.” It is perfectly true that, at many houses, the first piece — 
the lever de rideaw—is commonly played toa mere fraction of the audience 
which, at a later hour of the evening, assemble to witness the special features 
of the performance; but it is equally trac that the public have been taught 
to expect that nothing particularly well worth seeing will bo pre- 
sented tothem. Let it be understood that the first piece is as good in every 
respect as the piece which follows it, and we have very little doubt that, if 
the public are minded to see the one they will not wilfully lose the other, 
and the remark applies as well to ‘‘last” pieces as to “‘ first.” The piece 
produced at the New Royalty on Saturday evening suggests the measure of 
the manager’s idea of what is good enough to ‘play out’’ his audience; he 
plainly thinks that after giving them a middling operetta and a very good 
barleaaiae, any rubbish in the shape of a farce will serve to eke out the pe: form- 
ances to the customary length. We think his view a most impolitic one, A good 
farce well played would send his audience away with pleasant impressions of 


their evening's entertainment ; as it is, he dismisses them with the uncomfor- 
table impression that they have been detained for half an hour for a piece not 
worth five minutes’ attention. The plot of ‘“ Tnat Horrid Biggins” is hardly 
worth the trouble of telling in writing ; but to show that we are not dealing 
with the piece in excess of its demerits, we will give a brief account of it. 
Peter Biggins (Mr. F. Hughes) is described in the bills as ‘'a broken-down 
hair-dresser ;” to us he is more obviously a childishly-feeble reproduction of 
Jem Baggs, selling penny packets of wonderful razor-paste instead of playing 
on the clarionet. Ragged and but oue remove from a scare-crow, or a cros- 
sing sweeper, he has, like Jom Baggs, a smart serving-girl for sweetheart— 
Susan Sprouts (Miss Annie Bourke), Whilo seated on the pavement eating 
his dinner of bread and cheese, which he _ has delicately produced from 

his hat, Biggins indulges in the luxury of reading the fragment of newspaper 
in which his food has been wrapped, and his eyes rest on a solicitor’s 
advertisement offering a reward for information regarding himself. Hehas 

hardly come to the end of the advertisement before the solicitor’s clerk, who 

appears to have been sent out into the universe, with directions to discover the 
whereabouts of Peter—whom he doesn’t know from Adam—comes upon his 
man, explains to him the object of his quest, informs Peter that Mr Biggins is 
the legatee of somebody who has designed to make him rich—for reasons best 
known to himself, nodoubt. Dressed in new clothes which—novel idea .!—do not fit 
the wearer, aud the buttons of which have a chronic tendency to give way 
whenever he moves, Biggins is introduced to ‘a retired merchant,” named 
Thornley, from whom he learns that somebody has left a will, under which 

he, Biggins, is to inherit several thonsands a year on condition that he consents 

to marry Miss Ellen Thornley (Miss Nelly Burton), The young lady in question 
has a lover of her own, a Lieutenant Shotproof—a military individual—who, ac- 
cording tothe most approved traditions of the stage, is always in regimental 
undress, and carries a brace of pistols in some part of his coat body. Moreover, 
extremely original complication !—Biggins’s sweetheart is Miss Thornley’s maid. 
Why Miss Thornley proposes to exchange situations, or rather dress, with her 
maid, and why the suggestion is accepted by Susan Sprouts we cannot say, the 
arrangement appearing to us simply fatuous.. However, it follows necessarily 
th t when Susan is dressed in her mistress’s clothes, Peter falls upon his knees 

and makes love to her as the young lady she is not, and declares he doesn’t care 

a brass farthing for Susan Sprouts ; whereupon Susan Sprouts—if the author had 

wished to be perfectly original in his conduct of the scene—ought to have 
fetched the faithless Peter a stinging box on the ear; but she doesn’t, and the 
little boys in the first row of the gallery are deprived of a moment of exquisite 
enjoyment. However, their plevsureis not quite overlooked, for Lieutenant 
Shotproof—who by the way, ought to wear spectacles, or, which would be more 

effective perhaps, ought to carry a telescope, indicative of extreme short- 
sightedness—mistakes the maid for tho mistress, and insists upon fighting 
Biggins mmstanter with the pistols he, there “and then, produces from amonget 

the padding of his coat-front. At this-point the author's vein of original 
humour is nearly exhausted ; his inventive faculty, howeyer, is as rich at the 
end of thé work as it was at the beginning. He has kept back to the last one 
of his very best bolts : the will—a copy of which Mr. Thornley has constantly in 
his hands—contains a codicil ! this codicil has been overlooked till now ! if it 
is not convenient for Peter Biggins to marry Miss Ellen Thornley, he will have 
two hundred a year instead of the several thousands mentioned in the body of 
the testamentary document, and Miss Ellen Thornley will have the several thou- 
sands all to herself, without ‘*That Horrid Biggins.” We fear we have wasted 
a great deal of space on this piece. The acting of Mr. F, Hughes and the two 
ladies, Miss Annie Bourke and Miss Nelly Burton—for we had rather not say 
anything about that of the other persons in the cast—could do nothing for such 
unmitigated rubbish. The very clever burlesque of '‘ Prometheus ; or, the Man 
oh the Rock,” goes capitally, in spite of a good deal of bad acting, and of one 
piece, at-least, of gratuitous vulgarity,—the smoking of cigarettes by the young 
lady who enacts the part of Apoilo. 

Curisty’s Mrxstreis.—St, James's Hatt.—The great Indian Bread 
Basket Feat, by Nelson Lee, the younger, has proved a great success with 
the sable troupe. There is abundant material to provoke laughter, and the 
trick is very cleverly managed. 

Newson Lex is this year in the ascendancy on the land of pantomima. ‘The 
Rose, Shamrock, and Thistle,” at the Crystal Palace, has surpassed in attrac- 
tion anything yet produced there in holiday time. It is quite cheering to 
seo the merry sniiling faces of thousands of children, who roar with delight 
at the pranks of clown and pantaloon in the ‘‘ haunted chamber,” as it 
ig called. Although we have seen many ‘“‘bed-chambers” in comic 
pantomim<s, there is afreshness in this which fir surpasses them ; in ad- 
dition to which Mr. Lee has avoided all coarseness, and the acting throughout 
is highly creditable to all concerned, enabling us to pronounce the ‘first 
pantomime at the Crystal Palace a decided hit. This highly-talented author 
hig also achieved a triumph at the City of London: his ‘ King Flame” is 
most successful. We hear Mr. Nelson Lee has been offered a theatrical 
speculation of great magnitude ; should he entertain it, we heartily wish him 
a continuation of success,

position ? : 5 ‘ 
For cricket, let mo say it most emphatically, is a game, not a busi- 
ness—an amusement for those who choose to join in it, not a specu- 
lation for needy adventurers to embark in in hopes of obtaining a 
livelihood. It is true that as professionals engage in cricket for the 
sake of money, and not for the sake of sport, and as there are cortain 
parts of the ggme which many of those who play for sport, and not 
for money, do not care to study, it follows that the former are often a 
necessary accommodation to the latter, Just so we employ grooms, 
because we do not care to 
rub down our own horses, 
and gamekeepers because 
we do not care to feed our 
own pheasants; but we 
have nointention of Jetting 
the former go out fox- 
hunting on the cream of 


our stud, or of putting the 
Jatter in the warm corner 
of our best cover. In a 
word, then, professionals 
are necessary as al ac- 
commodation to amateurs, 
and their position ought to 
be a secondary and sub- 
sidiary one. 

But lot me ask, secondly, 
what is their actual posi- 
fion at the present day ? 
They are (magnis com- 
ponere parva) like tho 
Pretorian cohorts of the 
oman empire. Spoiled 
by success and flattery, 
petted and caressed by an 
interested portion of the 
public for its own pur- 
poses, and puffed up with 
self-importance, they have 
become a curse to the 
cause which they were 
hired to defend, and bave 
provoked the hostility, in- 
creasing every year, of 
those on whose support 
they must in reality depend 
for their existence. I have 
10 wish to speak agaicst 
them individually, for 
many, very many, are 
invariably civil and re- 
epectful; but I speak 
against them as an organ- 
ised body. Some will not 
play on one ground, others 
will not play on another— 
some will not meet players 
from the North, others will 
not meet players from the 
South (as John Thomas 
might inform his master 
that he could not wait at 
table with Jeames—with 
what result to John 
“thomas we can well 
imagine). When they do 
appear they conduct the 
game very much accord- 
ing to their own con- 
venience; they come up 
in the morning at their 
own hour, they leave the 
ground during the day to 
“liquor up” (a8 their vo- 
eabulary has it) ag often 
as they please, without 
asking or obtaining per- 
mission; they not unfre- 
quently indulge in ebulli- 
tions of temper. I have 
seen one player koock the 
wickets out of the groynd 
with his bat, because hig 
innings came toa prema- 
jure end; and I have heard 
another tell the captain 
of hig side that be must 


evidently thooght 
their presencewas such a

much legs sustain all the expenses of a great club. The people who 
really support you, and on whom you depend, are the subscribers of 
one, three, five, and more guineas a year. They furnish the fund 
from which you are paid; as for the public gate money, no club in the 
world could exist onit for a single season, 

Now, then, we touch the root of the matter—the real supporters 
of cricket, These, the regulir subscribers to clubs, county, local, or 
metropolitan, are almost entirely amateur cricketers, past or present ; 
and I fearlessly assert that the great majority of these.care next to 
nothing about purely professional cricket. Then what with compli- 
mentary presents, subscriptions to “benefits,” and donations to’ meet 
the annual ‘ deficit” of your county club, a gentleman finds that at 
the end of the season he has not had half the amusement ho antici- 
pated, and has paid ten times as much as he intended. Hon. secre- 
taries of clubs are not always free from blame in this matter, for they 
not unfrequently organise a programme for the season without a 
chance of sufficient funds to meet the expenses of it, and then they 
have to issue an appeal ad misericordiam to the gentlemen players of 
the county, who have never sanctioned tho arrangements, and who 
have not had half so much cricket themselves as they wished. I am 
of opinion that if a county does not choose to pay for professional | 
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matches, it is the duty of the honorary aecretary to give them up, and 
to pley nothing but gentlemen matches, and I could namo two or 
three counties in which this rule would hold good. 

I need hardly allude to those gate-money speculations,  twenty- 
two” matches. They are happily falling into well-deserved con- 
tempt. Few gentlemen will play in them; few cricketers will go to 
see such a burlesque. 

The sum of the whole matter is this: Professionals are auxiliary to 
the cricketing world, and in that position they may do good service ; 
but about their quarrels and disputes, their grievances and their 
claims, the great body of cricketers on whom they depend, the mem- 
bers of the Public Schools, the Universities, and the Army, know 
nothing and care nothing. They entirely ignore them, and are £0 
heartily sick of having them forced season after season on their notice, 
that they are very likely before long to decline paying any more & 
heavy price for unserviceable servants.—Land and Water.

CULTIVATION OF THE THAMES. 

During the winter of 1865 Mr. Stephen Ponder and Mr. F. Buck- 
land (through the kindness of proprietors of fishe:ies), were enabled 
to place in the hatching troughs at Hampton, on behalf of the Thames 
Angling Preservation Society, several thousand ova both of salmon 
and trout. As the spring advanced, the little fish were carefully re- 
moved to the new rearing ponds so liborally erected for the society by 
the Board of Thames Conservancy, near Sunbury lock. 

These rearing ponds have proved a great success, for not only were 
the young fish protected from their numerous natural enemies during 
the earlier stages of their growth, but in consequence of the excellent 
natural supply of food they increased amazingly ia size. : 

A few days sinca it was determined to let free these young fish into 
the Thames, as it was necessary to 1 the ponds for the young 
fish of the present season, 1866, ‘Che water was therefore let oft 
under the immediate superintendence of Mr. Ponder, and the fish re- 
moved. They were found to have grown and thriven ina most 


gratifying manner. Although they were born only last spring, they 
varied from three and a 


half to five and a heli 
inches in length, exhi- 
biting no sign of disease 
whatever, but being on 
the contrary full of vigour, 
health, and beauty, and 
showing all their charac- 
teristic marks in perfec- 
tion. A cor siderable quan- 
tity were taken out and 
sent up by the river to 
Penton Hook, where they 
were turned out in tho 
most favourable localities, 
the remain er were let free 
in the sharp water below 
Sunbury weir. 

It was found impossible 
to compute the quantity of 
the fish, as the operation 
admitted of no delay. 
Suffice it to say that they 
were conveyed from the 
pond totheriver in buck ets- 
fu). The whole process, 
considered as an experi- 
ment, has been a great 
success, and we trust will 
in time tell upon the 
amount of trout caught in 
the Thames by anglers. 


TROUT TO INDIA. 

On board the Peninsular 
and Oriental steam-ship 
Tanjore (which will leave 
the Southampton Docks 
on February 4th) will 
be placed a consignment 
of the highest iuterest to 
practical] naturalists, both 
in England andin India, 

The true river trout o 
our English streams and 
rivers is unknown in 
India, We trust it will 
not long remain so, inas - 
much as a most laudable 
experiment is now heing 
made to convey it from 
one country to the other, 
by Surgeon Francis Day, 
of the Madras Army. Mr. 
Day has received direct 
orders from the Govern- 
ment of Madras to carry 
out the experiment, and 
Sir William Denison, Go- 
vernor of Madras, who 
when Governor-Geners| 
of Australia, induced the 
Colonial Government to 
carry out the experiment 
of transporting salmon to 
Australia, gives his firm 
aid and co-operation to 
the equally important ques- 
tion of transporting trout 
to India. 

The first step in the ex- 
periment was, of course, 
to obtain the trout-eggs, 
Mr. Day applied for per- 
mission to take the ogys 
to Melvill Portal, K-q , 
and to E. Pye, Esq, apd 
permission having been 
gravted in the most liberal 
manuer, myself un- 
dertook the operation of 
taking the eggs from the 
fish with my own hands, 
in order that there ghould 
be no an fary’ done to tho 
parent sh themrelves, 
and that the ova should be 
as carefully chosen as po.- 
sible. 

The trout ova were at 
once taken by Mr, Day 
from the river to South- 
ampton, where they were 
carefully packed away in 
small boxes, similar to 
those used in the Austra- 
lian experiences, At the 
bottom of each box is a 
layer of charcoal, then a 
layer of moss, then of ova, 
then moss, and so on till 
the box is full. These 
Wy smaller boxes are then 

acked away inice, insuch a manner that there shall be no shaking; 
and that the temperature shall be as low as possible. 

The most dangerous part of the journey for the eggs will be crossing 
the desert, but dae precautions have been taken to lessen this danger 
as much as possible by travelling at night, swinging the boxes contain- 
ing the eggs from the roof of the carriage, a plentiful supply of ice, 
and last, not least, by the personal supervision of Mr. Day himself, 

If all goes well, the journey will be, as regards time, much about 
as follows :—From Southampton to Madras, five weeks; from Madras 
to Koimbatur, by railway, fourteen hours; from Koimbatur to the 
foot of the Neilg! iri hills, twenty-one miles ; from thence to Otakamund 
twenty miles, ‘he last two stages of the journey will be performed, 
by means of a palanquin, and the total amount of time expended 
between Madras and the end of the journey will bo, if all goes weil, 
about thirty-six hours, FRANK Buck.

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CLAIM FOR DETENTION OF 
A DOG BY A RAILWAY 
COMPANY. 


In the Manchester County Courts 
afew days since (Mr. E. Owens» 
judgo), an action was brought 
against the London and North- 
Western Railway Company by Mr. 
Wilkinson, butcher, of Oxford- 
road, for compensation. The plain- 
tiff in his particulars stated that 
on Friday, the 11th of August last, 
at4,15 p.m., he delivered to the 
defendants, at London-road Station, 
Manchester, a dog to be carried to 
Brighton, being intended for com- 
petition in the dog show there on 
the following day. It had a card 
on its neck, bearing the words 
“Brighton Dog Show,” and tho 
plaintiff told the clerk who booked 
it that unless it arrived by twelve 
o’clock on Saturday, it was no use 
sending it. Thoclerk assured him 
it would arrive in time, but it 
was not delivered until Sunday, 
and consequently could not compete. 
It was, however, placed in the show, 
and, from the favourable reports 
received from the manager of the 
show, plaintiff assumed that, kad 
the animal been in time, he would 
have obtained a £5 prize. He 
therefore sued the company for this 
sum, together with £1 5s. entrance 
fee, and 12s. 6d. carriage. 

Mr. Jordan, Barrister, contended, 
on behalf of the company, firss, 
that they carried the dog within a 
reasonable time ¢o far as their line 
went, and that the delay, if any, 
arose withthe London and Brightou 
Railway Company, who had at the 
time an excessive traflic. But, 
supposing the contract had been 
broken, he held that the damages 
were not a natural consequence of 
the breach of contract, and therefore 
could not be recovered. The com- 
pany were not supposed to know 
that the plaintiff had paid an 
entrance fee for the dog; they 
carried it as any other dog. 

His Honour was of opinion that 
the dog had not been carried within 
a reasonable time, and that the 
company were liable. He could 
not, however, take into account the 
assumed damage of £5. <As 
regarded tho entrance fee, he 
thought the defendants must have 
a kind of knowlege ef that from the 
ticket on the animal. He could not, 
in strict law, give a verdict for 
that, but in cases of this kind he 
generally ueed a sort of discretion- 
ary power, snd should give a 
verdict for 30s,

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THE BARROW TRICK. 
WiLtMeR AND ANnoTueER y. FE, 'T. 
A SMITH, 


This was an action against Mr. 
E. T. Smith, the proprietor of 
Astley’s Theatre and Cremorne, to 
recover damages in consequence of 
his not having carried out an agree- 
ment to employ the plaintiffs to per- 
form on a tight rope. 


Mr. Kenealey appeare? for tho 
plaintiffs, and Mr. Huddleston, 
Q.C., and Mr. Pearce for the de- 
fendant. 

The plaintiffs were brothers-in- 
law, the one being an engraver and 
the other a bootmaker. In the 
number of Punch which was pub- 
lished on the 21st June, 1861, was 
‘A challenge to Blondin,” and it 
consisted of a picture of a man 
wheeling himself in a barrow on a 
tight-rope over the top of the Crys- 
tal Palace. Impossible as the foat 
seemed to be, Mr. Hillmer succeeded 
in accomplishing it or something 
very much like it. He constructed 
a barrow, with a weight heavier 
than a mav, so placed that the 
weight of the man in the barrow 
was counterbalanced, and the bar- 
row would travel down a rope. 
The wheel bad a groove which 
fitted on to the rope, and the in- 
ventor said that the journey could 
be performed with perfect safety. 
In October, 1864, the plaintiffs saw 
Mr. Smith at Cremorne, andshowed 
him the performance, and an agree - 
ment was come to that he should 
engage the plaintiffs for a year, or 
longer if he should require it, and 
that they should have £4 a week 
in town and £5 when in the 
country. The plaintiffs, bot not 
the defendant, signed this agree- 
ment, and the defendant retained 
it. He never did, in fact, employ 
the plaintiffs, and they sued him in 
the county court for a week’s salary, 
but were nonsuited, The defendant 
had, in fact, never employed the 
plaintiffs at all. ° The agreement, 
which was produced in the county 
court, had since been lost, and 
therefore parole evidence was given 
of its contents. The plaintiffs’ 
evidence was that the salary was to 
commence at once; but the defend- 
ant’s case was that it was what is 
known in the theatrical profession 
as a P.P. agreement. ‘'Thcse two 
letters stood for ‘‘ play and pay,” 
end the meaning was tha! pryment 
was only to be made for the tima 
that the performances were given. 

Mr. Huddleston also objected 
that the agreement was void under 
the statute of frauds, because it was 
an agreement not to be performed 
within a year and was not signed 
by the defendant. His Lordship 
reserved this point for the opinion 
of the full Court.

the rejection of the terms proposed by Cambridge. As is well known, Oxford has 
triumphed over the sister University on the Thames for four years past, and there 
appeared every probability of the ‘(dark blae” representatives being again suc- 
cessful thia spring; but with the view, as alleged, to put the Universities on & 
proper footing with each other (Oxford having a great advantage over Cambridge 
in the length of time ler membors reside), Cambridge proposed “to confine the 
selection of honour men for the competing crews in the University race to those 
whose rasidence in the University had not exceeded four years.” The proposition 
was to a certain extent accepted by the President of the 0.U.B.C., Mr.M Browu; 
but many old membera considering that Cambridge had no right to demand such 
a concession, a8 on a former occasion she rejected similar , terms, aud that any 
advantage Oxford possessed in point of length of residence was negatived by a 
great excess on the part of Cambridge in the number of residents, a very influ- 
eutial committee of old “dark blue” oarsmen was formed, and a requisition, 
signed by upwards of 50 gentlemen who had rowed in the eight in former years 
against the proposed alteration was presented to the 0.U.B.C The Oxoniaus 
have determined not to be caught napping, but have had a crew down every 
day this week, Mr. Brown, assisted by Messrs. Senhouse, Pocklington, G.

ANGLING. 


ONTAINEBLEAU AND ITS FISH LAKE. 

We give the following extract from our contemporary The Athenaeum, whose 
graphic description we most willingly acknowledge :~- 

Whoever has visited Fontaineoleau can hardly have fatled observing the 
enormous carp inhabiting tho lake adjoining the Imperial palace; but in ail pro- 
bability the curious instinct manifested by the old chiefs of the extensive family 
of Cyprianidee in those waters has been overlooked, Enjoying entire immunity 
from all angling arts and lurcs, the Fontainebleau carp dive a life of great en. 


joymont, marred only, we imagine, by their immense numbers causing the 


supply of food to be somewhat below their requirements. It is not, however, 
very easy to define what a carp’s requirements in the form of pabulum are, as he 
is a voracious member of the ichthyological family, eating whenever he has an 
opportanity, untilabsolutely surfeited. His favourite food consists of vegetable 
substances masticated by means of flat striated teeth, which work with a mill- 
stone kind of motion against a singular ee of the lower part of the skull 
covered with horny plates, When this obtains an abundant supply of food 
it grows to an enormous size, 

Several continental rivers and lakes are very congenial to carp, and espocially 
the Oder, where this fish occasionally attains the cnormous weight of 60lb. It 
is not probable that any carp in the lake at Fontainebleau are so large as this, 
but there are certainty many weighing 50lb, patriarchs of their kind, which, 
though olive-hued in their tender years, are now white with age. That the great 
size of these fish is due to ample feeding is, we think, evident, and, as we shall 
see presently, it is the large fish that are the best fed, During many years the 
feeding of the carp at Fontainebleau has been a favourite pastime. Maids of 
honour and other ladies have relieved the ennui of court-life by feeding these 
fish from the windows of the palace, the walls ot which are washed on one side 
by the lake. But it is from the visitors who frequent Foutainebleau during a 
great part of the year, that the carp receive their most bountiful rations, 

Several women and girls are always in attendance who sell bread for feeding 
the fish. But you would have little amusement for your money if you cast 
ordinary bread upon the waters; for big carp have an enormous swallow, soft 
penny rolls being mere mouthfuls, bolted with ostrich-like celerity. So to pre. 
vent the immediate disappearance of these bonnes bouches, bread, in the form of 
larger balls than the most capacious Carp can take into his gullet, is baked until 
it becomes as hard as biscuit,‘and with these balls the carp are regaled. ‘Throw 
one into the lake, and you will quickly have an idea of the enormous carp Pope 
lation it contvins. For no sooner does the bread touch the water than it is 
surrounded by hundreds of those fish, which dart to it from all sides. 

And now, if you look attentively, you will witness a curious display of 
instinct, which might almost take a higher name. Conscious, apparently, 
of their inability to crush these extremely hard balls, the carp combine 
with surprising unanimity to push them with their noses to that part 
of the lake where it is bounded by a wall, and when there they butt at them 
until at last their repeated blows and the softening effect of the water causes 
then to yield and 6pen. : 

And now you will see another curious sight, 

While shoals of carp haye been pounding away at tho bread-balls, pro- 

aring them for bemg swallowed, some dozen monsters hover round, 
indifferent, apparently, to what is passing, But not so, for no sooner is the 
bread ready for eating than two or three of these giants, bat more generally 
one—the tyrant, probably, of the lake—rush to the prize, cleaving the shoals 
of smallercarp, and, shouldering them to the right and left, seize the bread 
with open jaws, between which it quickly disappears.

‘To have him on one’s side in an outlay ig considered more than 
half the battle, and, in truth, he often saves his followers by strength 
and horsemanship, as he did in his memorable victory in the Cesare- 
witch on Thalestris, when it wag happily observed, ‘‘Thalestris won 
by a head, but it was Jemmy Grimshaw’s head.” Jemmy has had 372 
mounts during the last season, won no fewer than 112, an average 
considerably below that of the previous year, 1864, which is partially 
accounted for by an unfortunate * suspension” of some weeks for an 
irregularity at Chester. 

James Grimshaw, like Fordham, firstappeared in 1865 in the Trial 
Stakes at Lincoln, and on that occasion ran second with Mongrel. In 
the next race (the City Handicap)he again finished second with Jane 
Shore, but on the following day he was more successful, winning the 


Blankney Handicap on Medicis, whose starting price was 5 tol. At | 


was 6 to 1, upsetting the favourites, Wingrave and Sir Roger; and 
on the following day he achieved what might be termed a sensational 
victory in the Seventh Newmarket Biennial Stakes on Kangaroo. 
Koenig, the representative of the powerful Danebury stable, had been 
so highly tried for this race that his success was considered a cer- 
tainty, and his defeat proportionately unlikely. In the face of the 
large field of twenty, 7 to 4 was accepted to large sums, while 10 to 1 
was obtainable about Kangaroo, who had previously shown only 
plating form, but being much improved, and with Jemmy in the 
saddle, he made nearly all the running, and won in a canter, to the 
astonishment of John Day’s partisans and the great satisfaction of the 
ring.

mersham, defeating a large field. The Manchester Meeting was a 
particulary fortunate one for him, as he won the Trial Handicap and 
the Salford Borough Cup with Success, the Union Oup and Trafford 
Park Stakes with Moulsey, the Maiden Plate with Sahara, the Wilton 
Handicap on Danaus, and the Derby Plate on Belle of the Bull ; seven 
wing in all. At Ascot he was not successful until the last day, when 
he won the Second Class Wokingham Stakes with Charity and the 
Railway Stakes with Lucky Star, whose starting price was 6101.

His next appearance was at the New- 
market July Meeting, where he won on Ozone and Chapel Royal ; and 
at Worcester Summer, on old Queen of Trumps, he won the Croome 
and Flying Handicaps, and the West Midland Stakes with Thor, in- 
creasing his winning mounts at Stamford, where he won a selling

The “ Quiet Fight” to come off, so vauntingly put forth by the 
“never defeated ’—that the patriciang should have a comfortable 
day, and witness a ‘‘model mill”—proved a failure on Thursday 
last.

Oar journey home was enlivened again at Wimbledon, and the 
mischievous cry again of ‘All out” left even some of the most

We should have been glad. 48 promised, to have given our readers a 


cull report of what was stated would bea ‘sensation mill;” we cannot 
do so; for the best of all reasons, that it did not come off.* In our next 
our readers will have our own true, original, and correct account. 


Wo may as well, however, give tho previous history of the antici- 
pated heroes of Thursday last, in the following succinct account:— 

THe an enta of the men call for little space; it may be as well 
arve, however, that Plantaganet Green (whose dark physog is 
-kidwn to all interested in pugilistic affairs, and to many thou- 
sands who do not trouble, OF care, or are opposed to what is now 
tyled “ Muecular Christianity first appeared in the regular ring so 
fie back a July 25th, 1851, at Horley, when ho met thé accomplished 
Fred Dickensen ; the stakes wero only £10, but it was not until one 
finndred and forty-nine rounds had been gone throngh, fh what 
style if matters not now to state, and twenty minutes beyond four 
long hoars had been occupied, that John Augustus Plantkgnet was 
compelled to yield. Mr. (irecn’s next appearance was two years 
after, in a “burlesque,” according to the recordgof Fistiana, on the 
glorious first of June, 1853, with Shylock, at] tandon, which event 
he ‘pulled off in twenty minutes. On the 7th of January he met 
the scientific and, as yet, ‘never defeated” Jerry Noon, at the Half- 
way House, for £50 aside, by whom he was compelled to lower his 
flag, after 82 roun’s had been fought, occupying one hour and twenty- 
two minutes. On this latter occasion Plantaganet, in a fancy costume 
appeared in the roped arena—scarlet drawers, turban, and feather, 
&c, His only other recognised performance in the magic circle, 
previous to the present one, was with Jesse Hatton, now over eight 
years 0, December 22nd, 1857, at Long Reach, the stake being £30, 
and the time occupied ove hour and fifty-eight minutes, in which 
78 rounds were fought. ‘lhe character of this latter contest can be 
imagined when it is really necessary for any one who meets Jessie 
Hatton to fight. Green’s age we cannot tell, for on enquiry of nim- 
self he even appeared rather doubtful. He is considered a 10st man 
and as a delineator of the “noble art” with the mittens, and in his 
own “‘ peculiar style” has fow superiors. 

Tom M’Kelvey, as the name would imply, is a Scotchman, but now 
located at Leeds; in a similar off-hand match cn Jast July 20th he 
met Ned Dounelly, when out of condition, which first brought him into 
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notice in the London Ring; Mac was defeated, but only succumbed 
until he had been completely blinded, and 34 quick fought rounds had 
taken place. In the two other off-hand matches previously he came 
off conqueror with both Webster and Smith, and also has beaten 


Ellward, near Edinburgh, in a regular bout, for £50. His last 
appearance was with Jack Baldock, of Stratford, on the 28th of last 
November, which, as our readers are well aware, ended in an unseemly 
disturbance, for the referee was assaulted, and the stakeholder declared 
it a draw, and returned each man his money. In the latter match the 
men were confined to 9st 12\b, and it was only by severe sweats and 
Turkish baths that he was brought within the stipulated weight the 
day before scaling, was found to outbalance the other side, aud had to 
pay a penalty to save a forfeit. He was 10st 2lb on the day when he 
met aldol M’Kelvey is in his 27th year, and stands 5 feet G4in, in 

eight.
